Shewed i • 

considerable initiative for the mission during the early 

stages but evidently lost interest or decided mission too 

dangerous. Possibly influenced by association with woman 

acquaintance, former employee. Failed to assure radio 

contact with base through his radio operator and neglected 

to send courier through the lines. Impression is that he 

either changed his mind regarding service to the Allies, or 

most likely lost interest and possibly lost his courage. 

By so doing he not only failed in the mission but added to 
the risk to himself and the other memebers of the mission. 

Intelligence from his area (Stuttgart-Ulm) and knotai to him . \ 

would, have been of particular interest to the Allied Armies at \ 

that time..
